EMMONS IS DULL. " 


Former Senator Emmons, the 


man who is making the defense 
against the

Grand Jury, appeared to be dull 
and listless, his demeanor indi- 
cating that the proceedings had 
little of interest for him. 


Much of the time his eyes were 


closed and the recital of Bunkers 
as

COURTROOM 
CROWDED. 


As has been the case since the 


trial was commenced the court 
room was crowded this morning

trial opened, and at times looked 
approvingly in his direction when 
some tetimony, either directly 
favorable to him, or calculated to 
weaken that offered against him 
by Bunkers was given.

Bunkers yesterday afternoon, made an 
effort to show tha-t Bunkers was a de- 
serter from the United States navy,"bu£ 
dropped this line of questioning as ab- 
ruptly as he had begun It. Shortly af- 
ter expose of the Legislative scandal, 
It was .reported that Bunkers was a 
deserter from the navy. All the news- 
papers published the incident at the 
time. 


WAS IN THE NAVY. 


Johnson did secure from Bunkers 


late yesterday afternoon the admission 
that he had twice been In the United 
States navy, but he could not name 
any of tae officers of the naval vessels 
with which he had been connected. 


WAS ON THE OREGON. 


Johnson wrung from 
Bunkers the 


further admission that he had ben 
on the battleship Oegon, and on the 
collier Nero. He said he quitted the 
naval service at Manila and returned 
to San Francisco. 


It was supposed that Johnson -would 


carry his cross-examination jjurther In 
order to secure an admission Horn the 
witness that he -was a deserter, but 
Johnson abruptly switched to another 
line of questioning. 


STILL PROBING. 


Johnson again 
touched 
upon 
the 


question this 
morning, of Bunkers' 


connection with the naval service, In 
an apparent endeavor to find out when 
Bunkers left the service, but he went 
off at a tangent again, and took up a 
different line of questioning. 


As at the late session yesterday af- 


ternoon, Johnson then took up the tes- 
timony given by Bunkers at his trial 
last April and contrasted that with 
the testimony he gave last Tuesday 
under direct examination and that giv- 
en yesterday afternoon under cross 
examination. 


COMMITTED PERJURY. 


There were 
some 
pronounced dif- 


ferences In the 
testimony given at 


Bunkers' own trial and that given at 
the present trial of Emmons. 
When 


these discrepancies were pointed out 
to -him by Johnson, Bunkers admitted 
frankly that he had deliberately falsi- 
fied his testimony at 
his 
own trial 


Johnson clung tenaciously to this tine 
of cross examination, and in each.and 
every instance, made Bunkers admit 
that he had committer perjury at his 
own trial.

signed-at 7 p. m. 'It takes effect September 16, agrees to the aboli- 
tion of all hostile or inimical acts, and establishes a neutral zone of 
four kilometers wide between the two armies, of which Shahotzu on 
the railway is the center. 


Maps showing the zone are to be exchanged. Only civilians will 


be allowed within the territory and communication between the two 
armies is to be only by the Shahotzu road. 


SPECIAL NAVAL ENVOYS. 


Special naval envoys are to meet near Vladivostok with one 


ship for each nation to confer and establish an armistice, and a neu- 
tral zone also. An armistice on the borders of Korea is to be ar- 
ranged by separate negotiations between the local commanders.and 
on terms similar to those-agreed upon in'Manchuria.

Webster was formerly associated with 


H. Johnson of 41 Stevenson street, Ban

strength of an old business card man- 
aged to secure credit for over $500 worth 
of goods.

The flrst time I heard of the 


corruption fund to defeat the Ral- 
oton antl-prlzeflsrht bill was when 
the Legislature was in session 
I 


should judge that this was some 
tims In March. I was asked, with 
about twenty or thirty others, to 
make the trip to Sacramento for 
the purpose of getting together to 
defeat the Ralston bill. 
We all 


left together on the morning trate 
and arrived in Sacramento about 
noon. Among thoee in the crowd 
wera Harry Corbett, James Britt 
Sr. and Jr., and other*. We all 
went up to the Assembly cham- 
bers and sat around. I was a 
stranger, but I saw others talking 
to Assemblymen, giving 
reasons 


why the Ralston bill should be de- 
feated 
We went around to var- 


ious saloons drinking, and I came 
home that same night. 


While we were on this trip I 


heard that it would be necessary 
to get some money together to 
defeat the bill. 
The first time 


anything was sail to me directly 
was about the time of the con- 
templated match between Nelson 
and Bntt. Just before the White- 
Britt flgfit was definitely settled 
on. 
Harry 
Corbett mentioned 


that something should be contrib- 
uted to the fund used in defeating

I told Coibett 


that I did not see where I was 
due to contribute anything.

Aro you going to welch on that 
51000' You won't get it from me 
nor anybody else " 


I answered that I wanted the 


money and that if he did not give

Judge Curler grant- 
ed the motion and the order was entered. 


Dr. Bruguiere .feels grieved over the 


manner, in which his affairs have been 
aired by the newspapers. . Though he ban 
answered a few questions 
occasionally 


since the filing of hie suit, today was the 
flrst time In which he has gone into 
details regarding his troubles. 


"I feel that I 
have" been 
unfairly 


treated by several of the San Francisco 
papers," he said. "Things have been at- 
tributed to me which I never uttered or 
even intimated, and, 
while I am not 


seeking notoriety, I think they will stand 
for correction. 
The 
suit for 
divorce 


which I have entered against my wife is 
based on the ground of desertion. 
There 


are other charges which I might make 
to strengthen my case, but I think that 
la unnecessary. 
I feel sure that the 


District Court of Washoe county will do 
justice in the matter. 


NOT TO REMARRY. 


"I am not seeking this divorce in order 


to 
remarry. 
That 
charge 
has 
been 


brought against me and the claim 
is 


made that I would be a bigamist in such 
a.n event, which gives me no concern. 1 
have no Intention of taking another wife 
if I •am divorced by the Nevada court. In 
any event, the threats of criminal pros- 
ecution 
are not worrying' me in the 


least. 


"I am paying no attention to the suit 


brought against me for alimony in the 
Superior Court In San Francisco. In the 
first place, I know nothing of it, for 
service on me has never been obtained, 
so the stories that I am in contempt if 
I fail to appear there at' the hearing are 
groundless. 
If, as stated in the press, 


Mrs. 
Bruguiere wants alimony amounting 


to $1000 a month, I will say that the 
claim is absurd. 'I am a poor man. 
I 


have had nothing for years. "What prop- 
erty I possessed in my younger days has 
long since Ijeen gone and I am in no 
condition to pay alimony. 


"In this connection I will say 
that 


ever since my wile left me that she has 
been amply provided with-funds. 
Every 


month she receives not less than $500 
from my mother, at my .request. She Is 
maintained in handsome quarters at .the 
St. Francis Hotel, her bills are promptly 
settled by my mother, and, In addition 
tc. this, she'Is given $300 in cash every 
thirty days. 
It would seem, therefore, 


that she is not In want and that there 
is little danger of anything of that kind 
occurring.

at the head of my wife last January or 
at any time threatened her with death 
unless she consented to the divorce, and 
the further story that I intimated that

I was always kind and considerate to 
my wife, treated her with the utmost 
courtesy on every 
occasion and 
was 


never! 
neglectful. 
Nevertheless,

serted me and continued her desertion 
for more than a year I thought that I 
was entitled to legal separation. 
As to 


our child, I stated in my complaint filed 
in July that I expect to make ample pro- 
visions for it.

A- large gathering 
faced Bishop Berry, however, when he 
called the conference to-order.

"W. Case to hear 
the 
postponed missionary sermon on 
Sunday afternoon, E. P. Dennet proposed 
its abolition as being a fifth wheel in 
the conference coach because of many 
concurrent 
missionary' meetings. .This 
created an animated discussion, during: 
which the Bishop 
remarked that a 
preacher might "be appointed and pre- 
pare a sermon for his own good." The 
proposal was finally rejected as connict- 
W with rule 365 of Methodist discipline. 
The .report of Presiding Elder,. John 
Coyle of Oakland district was next In 
order. This was full of words and figures 
bespeaking of encouragement and hope 
In spite of innumerable obstacles. . In 
concluding, Dr. Coyle recommended 
a

It has worked the Grand Jury in the interests of reform, 
and made a winning fight to control the recent primaries, but now 
it has fallen a prey to internal rivalries and jealousies, and the out- 
come is the ridiculous nomination of a nobody as 'a compromise

Political Decline of New England. 


The State census of Massachusetts shows a gain of 6.9 per cent 


in population since the Federal census of 1900, or a net increase of 
193,612 inhabitants. 
Should the same ratio of increase be main- 


tained for the next five i years the gain for the decade would be a 
trifle, over 14 per cent, allowing for progressive 
increase. 
This 


computation would give the Bay State a population of 3,200,000 in 
1901. 
As Connecticut alone of the other 'New England States is 


making a decided gain in population, the extreme eastern division 
of States must show a relative, as well as actual, decline in political 
power. 
Massachusetts is now outranked in point of Congr.ession.il 


representation by five States, namely, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, Ohio, Missouri and Texas, while Michigan, Indiana and 
New Jersey are crowding at -her heels. By 1920 Massachusetts 
will, in all probability, rank tenth or twelfth in population. It is 
also to be noted that the decline in New England representation is' 
accompanied by a deterioration in quality. Up to a recent peripd 
New England had uniformly stronger delegations in Congress than 
any other section of the country, but now New England no longer 
sends her great men to represent her in Washington. The deaths' 
of Hoar, Hawley, Morrill and Platt have left Hale, Fry, Aldrich and 
Lodge the New England leaders in the Senate.' It is a great come- 
down from the old days. Lodge cuts a poor figur.e compared to 
Webster, Choate, Sumner and Hoar and Hale and Fry are pygmies 
in comparison to Fessenden and Elaine. The old stock of New 
England is dying out or moving away, but the new blood has not 
yet asserted itself. The ancient prestige of the Puritan is gone, even I 
in the land peculiarly his own, and showsVlittle prospect of ever re- 
viving. In I' c \V-"-t the transplanted Puritan takes on a new men- 
tal poise and in t\\o generations presents a totally distinct type 
from his progenitors. There was a Jpng period in our history when j 
New England and the South Atlantic States dominated the politics 
of the nation. That day is forever gone. The Civil War 
the power of the old South. 
Race suicide and emigration 


destroyed New England's primacy in statesmanship. 
Unfortunate- 


ly no class or school of public men has been developed to take the 
places of the great men developed in the old days in the old States, 
for Benton, Douglas, Trumbull, Zach Chandler, Cass and Houston 
were of the old East and South. Lincoln alone was purdly of the 
West. The mingling blood strains of the West have yet to com- 
pletely merge and produce a school and type of statesmanship.

• In speaking of the plans yesterday, 


TPfessor Mil see said: 


:There -will be the Pentathlon or flve- 


'old contest, which will occupy a promi- 
nent place. The Pentathlon consists of 
running, jumping, throwing the javelin 
and the discus, and wrestling. 


"The flrst event of the Pentathlon, tbe 


.running contest, the Greeks valued above 
all other exercises, for the reason that 
by its use a splendid symmetrical da- 
velopment 
wag obtained. The Greeks 


covered their stadium ^with sand to a 
^flepth of three or four Inches, • thereoy 
rendering the running more 
severe; 


physical development being sought rather 
than speed. 


"Jumping was valued as giving quick- 


ness and agility. The. broad jump or leap 
was popular, as was the high jump, and 
.at 
times these were combined, 
both 


:hs!ght and distance 
being the 
results 


sought. 


Casting or hurling 
the javelin 
was 


valued greatly as an exercise for the 
development of the arms and back. 
It 


•was also regarded as highly as a means 
•nt',"quickening aJid strengthening the fl^e. 
enabling It to measure'distance correctly. 


"For throwing the diacus, the Greeks 


employed a round, smooth -wheel. Height 
and distance was tbe object of this par- 
ticular exercise, and by Its use symmet- 
rical development of the arms and legs 
was obtained. 


"In regard to wrestling, the Greeks 


valued It as the best all-round exerclae 
for muscular development. 


"There will also be fencing bouts with 


the foil, aabro and singlestick, and bay- 
onet exercises in the form of a drill. 


"Under the direction of .Mr. Pfund, the 


Greek dances will be revived. Mr. Pfcncl 
Is an expert in that line, as well as in 
the 
foil, 
broadsword and 
singlestick 


drills, having served as master-at-arms 
In Biel, Switzerland, and 
also In 
the 


Swiss army with the rank--of adjutant- 
captain." 


J. W. Rhodes, assistant in the depart- 


ment, will have charge of the wrestling 
bouts. 
He Is a graduate of the Uni- 


versity, and has held his position here 
for a year and a half. 


1'fce more modern1 methods of physical 


training will be illustrated by our gym- 
nasium classes, and will enable the spec- 
tators to easily compare our methods, to 
those of the ancients.
